Criticisms of the presiding ofiiwr 
and of the attorneys have' been ex- 
pressed unsparingly. But under the 
circumstances of indignation and 
prejudice resting upon the minds of 
the people they have unquestionably1 


been extravagant in the formation of 
their judgment and in the expres- 
sion of their criticisms of the court. 
There have been some disgusting 
features in the proceedings, but the 
conspicuous character of the trial; 
doubtless •magnified them in the 
eyes of the public. Some very weak 
points in our lows have been develop 
ed, but the strong ones are para- 
mount. 
Upon the whole, if we view 


the Guiteau trial in its entirety, 
without prejudice, it must bo legard- 
ed as another argument in favor of 
our great system of government. 
There is scarcely a patriot in the 
land who would have felt or express- 
d any i egret, had the assassin been 
eized and torn limb from limb by 
an enraged mob. But such an act 
annot be sanctioned under United 
itates law. As it is, every citizen 
an feel that the prisonpr has had all 
he benefits of a fair trial. Whatever 
may be said of the manner in which 
Scoville has handled the caee, as 
;ounsel for the defense, it must be 
3onceded that he has devoted him- 
self to his task with a faithfulness 
,nd endurance almost unparalleled, 
lehas realized, undoubtedly, from 
-he beginning, that the pressure of 
lie whole nation, in fact, the whole 
civilized world was against him, and 
;hat with all his efforts his case was 
almost entirely hopeless, and yet he 
las scrambled over obstacle after 
obstacle, and is eveu yet continuing 
lis irksome labors with an indom- 
itable will. The prosecuting attor- 
neys have evidently discharged their 
duties faithfully and well, the judge

Blunders in his rulings, but he, too, 
has occupied a remarkable and em- 
barrassing position, and all things 
weighed, has done well.

Indian Bow And Arrow.. 


One day, in the editorial room of For 


get and Stream, Dr. Carver, the renowned 
Shot, told what he knew about bow and 
arrows: 


"You see," said Dr. Carver, as he de- 


poaited a whole sheath of brightly-feath- 
ered arrows on a table, took off his urn 
brageous felt, and drew up a chair, "1 
nust be shooting something or other all 
Jie time. If it isn't a Winchester, it is a 
bow and arrow. 


"Pretty they are; but most too fine. 


Fancy things, these arrows, for handsome 
young ladies to shoot on grass-plats at 
rtraw targets. Now, an Indian arrow ii 
a good bit longer—may be thirty-two 
Inches—and when a Sioux draws it chuck 
up to the bow it fairly hums when he 
lets it fly. 


"An Indian arrow has grooves cut in it 


behind the barb—that is to say, the ones 
they use in hunting—so that the blood 
can flow; otherwise the wood would spoil 
and swell. The fighting arrows are nasty 
things. The barb is so put on the shaft 
that when it hits you the steel, or old 
hoop-iron, utays in the flesh when you go 
to pull out the arrow. 
"Dear sakes! what ugly wounds I have 


seen them make. An Indian boy begini 
to handle a light bow when he toddles-^- 
may be «t four or five years. His bow is 
taller than he is. He slioota at most any- 
thing around the camp. When he is 
twelve he tues sharp arrows. 
A boy 


must be strong at eighteen to use a mart 
bow. 


"Now, a white man who Ukea an .. 


dian bow for the first time haa all lie cat 
do to bend it. It wants some strength, 
but more knack. The bow is made straight 
When it is strung, the cord, even when 
in tension, almoit touches the bow. It 
ia thick, some four and a half to five ieet 
long(that is, their hunting bow), and hai 
extra stiffening by having sinews pasted 
on it. 
"I have been We-shessa-has-ka—that's 


the Long Man, and he was the best of 
the Ogauala Sioux—kill an antelope with 
bin arrows at one hundred and twenty- 
five measured yards. 


"We-ihessa-haa-ka wa; nearly seven 


feet tall and a good Indian. On horse- 
back, broadside to a buffalo, I have more 
than once known that Indian to send an 
arrow through» big cow. The arrow 
hung out on the other side. 


Tne bow for horseback and for uar is 


a trifle shorter, and, may be, stiffer. You 
do not draw the arrow to the eye, but 
catch aim as I do when shooting from the 
hip.''That can only be acquired by long 
practice. The string is drawn by the 
elutch of the whole fingers, though some 
of the tribes use the thumb and three 
fingers. The Long Man could shoot au 
jrrow in the air out of sight."
